Prince Francis .Tosetili of Hra^.nnza 
Is the second son of the Duke of Bra 
gania, by his first wife, the late Prin 
cees Elizabeth of Thum-And-Taxis 
The prince was bom Sept. 7, 1870. 
His father Is colonel of the Seventh 
Austrian hussars, which Is known as 
the "William II.. Bmperor ot Oer 
many. King of Prussia" regiment. 

Barrie Sues Sir Themaa LIpton. 

New York. July 3.— The basis of 
the suit liroiijjht against Sir Thomas 
Ijipton by D. R. Barrie, who acted as 
the baron's personal and buainess 
representative during the yacht races 
in thlB coiintry, was made public by 
William S. Gill)ert, counsel for Mr 
Barrie. Mr. Gilbert said Mr. Barrie s 
auit against 8tr Thomas is simply an 
attempt on the part of Mr. Barrie to

July 3.— Senor Hue- 
nusmino, who has been sojourning In 
this country, called upon President 
R«H)Bevelt and requested the pen 
with whl4d> he signed the Philippine 
govamaeat bill, as he desired to pre- 
serve and eventually place It In aome 
public library in the Philippines.

This makes 
$2.^0,000 that Dr. Pearson has given to 
Whitman cnUcf^p. The endowment 
was offered on the condition that the 
first story of the new girls' dormitory 
at Whitman be completed by June 1, 
and the officials met the requirement.

July 3.— The Federal 
Sugar Refining company that was in- 
corporated here recently with an au- 
thorised caiiital of $10(1.000 filed pap- 
ers increasing iU capital to f5U.0U().- 
000, one-half ot which la preferred 
stock with the aix per cent cumula- 
lative dividends. The incorporators 
are: E. .lacKsdn, New Yt)rk. presi- 
dent; p. J. Smith. Morristown, N. Y., 
aecreUry; H. C. Bingham. Brooklyn. 
The charter provides that the caplUl 
may redeem Its preferred stock at 
fl2B and that the preferred stock 
holders may at any time have their 
preferred stock converted Into com- 
mon. 

It was learned that the business of 
the Federal SiiKar Refining company 
is principally the refining of sugar. 
The company was recently organised 

by C. A. Spreckels and his associates 
for the refining of sugar by a new pro-

A thorough seaich was made of the 
neighborhood but no trace of the 
burglar was found. Mr. Latimer was 
taken to a hospitaL

Mr. Irvine will appear before the 
bishops with his counsel, Harry Pet- 
rlken ot Huntingdon and .XKiiew .Mac- 
Kride of Philadelphia. Bishop Talbott 
win not appear before the board nor 
be represented by counsel. The meet- 
ings of the board are private and ev- 
ery effort is helnn made l)y lioth sides 
to keep the testimony a secret. 

Speedy Legislation. 

Washington. July 2. — The quickest 
piece of legislation accomplished dur- 
ing the session of congress Just dos- 
ed was the passage of a hill appropri- 
ating 175,000 for a (luartermaster's 
supply depot at Omaha. .Mr. Mercer 
secured its passage by the house at 2 
p. m. The committee on military af- 
fairs of the senate favorably reported 
the bill while the senate was in ex- 
ecutive session. Senator Dietrich 
called it up and the senate passed the 
bill at 2:45 p. m. The bill was en- 
giossed. signed hy the speaker and 
I'resident Pro Tem Frye of the senate 
and at 4:1.') o'clock the president sign- 
ed the bill and it became a law.

Taxation Law Attacked. 

Frankfort, Ky.. ,Iuly :^--Tlie Ujiiis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad company 
filed suit in the United States couit 
to restrain the Kentucky board of val- 
uation and assessment from collecting 
$32,099 assessed as franchise taxes. 
The contention is that the fourteenth 
section of the coaatltutlon ot the 
United SUtes is violated In Ken- 
tucky by the assessment of railroa<l 
property for taxation on a 100 per 
cent valuation and other individual 
and corporate property pa an 80 per 
eaat baala. 



Minerva, O.. July 8.— With a rum- 
bling and grinding that could be 
heard for miles, the tunnel on the 
Lake Brie, Alliance and Wheeling 
railroad near here, caved in its entira 
length. Work was commenced some 
time ago to uncover and make a cut 
of the hill and some of it had been 
accomplished. A few of the men had 
gone to work and a hundred men were 
preparing to go in, when without 
warning the entire hill, acttlcd dOWB 
on the tracks. 

Just how many men were caught 
and Injured is not known, but all tha 
doctors from here have been taken to 
the scene. Traffic on the road will he 
stopped for quite a while as a result 
of the disaster. 

Wilscn's Statement. 
Omaha, July 3.— President Thomas 
Lk Wilson of the machinists' union. 

made a statement to the p ihlic in an- 
swer to tiiat issued hy President Burt 
of the Union Paclllc railroad, touch- 
ing the merits of the strike on that 
road. Mr. Wilson admits that the 
road has heen payln;; the hi»;he8t 
scale t)f wanes during the past, but 
says other ruads raised the scale July 
1 and that the demands with the ma- 
chinists was strictly In line with the 
f.'tneral movement of all machinists to 
get a fair sliare of the existing pros- 
perity in the United States and to 
which they are Justly entitled. Mr. 
Wilson said the piece work system 
which the machinists refused to ac- 
cept would tend to bring the men into 
competition with the sweat shop 
workmen and prevent them from 
treating as a body with the company. 

Conepirator Killed. 

P'lenos .Ayres, July 3. — A conspir- 
acy anainst the life of the president 
of l'r\iguay. Dr. Ciiestas. has been 
discovered here. Carlos Paggini was 
found dead in a street of this city. 
The police were lnvesfif;atiti>r the 
case when they leceived a etiinniimi- 
catlon saying that Paginiii was the 
chief conspirator against the life of 
Cuetas. The communication further 
said that the police would fin<l In I'ag- 
gini's dwelling 24 kilos of dviianiite. 
This statement proved true. It is un- 
derstood that Pagginni backed out at 
the last moment in the conspiracy to 
assassinate President Cuetas and ttiat 
one of hia fellow conspirators killed 
him to prevent a disclosure of the 
plot. 

Manchuria to be Restored. 
I.«ndon, July 3. — When questioned 
in the house of commons on the sub- 
ject of the collection of llkin and oth- 
er dues by the Russian administra- 
tion at New Chwang, Manchuria, the 
parliamentary secretary of the tor- 
eign office. Lord Cranbone. said Or^nt 
Britain had not protested against the 
action taken because his majrstys 
government had been notified that 
negotiations were proceeding for the 
evacuation of Manchuria by Itussia 
and it was expected that .Manchuria 
would shorily be restored to Chlneae 
control.
